Legislature 
 
The Legislature reconvened on Wednesday January 6th. This is a new biennium 
with newly elected Representatives and Senators along with those returning to 
the legislature, new leadership in the House and Senate, and a new Lt Governor.   
 
The Legislature has made a decision and will continue to meet remotely, as they 
have since March of 2020 for the remainder of this legislative year. Although 
there certainly have been some technology issues and other with meeting 
remotely, for the most part all legislative meetings can be accessed remotely. 
This included the respective caucus, floor sessions of the House and Senate, 
legislative committees and other special committees. (See links below) 
 
The work to combat the ongoing Coronavirus health and economic crisis 
continues to be on the front burner for the Scott Administration and the 
Legislature, as it was last year. House and Senate Leadership are tackling other 
key issues as well. 
 
The ongoing crisis a has only heightened the precarious situations many 
Vermonters face: low income children accessing the internet for remote learning; 
food insecurity and isolation for the elderly and those with disabilities; loss of 
income and/or those needing to work for low wages on the front lines with few 
safety measures; housing; healthcare and many equity issues.  
 
Much work remains to help stabilize low income families in the short term and 
include all Vermonters in the recovery efforts. 
 
The legislature addressed a number of these issues during the extended session 
last year with the help of substantial federal funds and existing state revenues, 
and the focus this session will again be COVID recovery efforts. There are some 
additional federal funds passed in H.R. 133 already authorized in December (see 
link below). 
 



 
President Joe Biden and Congress have passed a $1.9 trillion stimulus bill – the 
“American Rescue Plan Act”. For Vermont the bill includes:  

 89% of Vermont households will be receiving a direct payment - 428,000 
adults and 145,000 kids in Vermont will be receiving direct payments 
averaging $2,230 per household.  

 The bill increases the child tax credit from $2,000 to $3,000 and to $3,600 
for families with kids under the age of 6. This will help over 143,000 
children in Vermont. 

 $1.35 billion in COVID-relief will be going to the state of Vermont and local 
governments  

 $152 million in rent and utility relief will be going to Vermonters who owe 
thousands of dollars in back rent. 

 $50 million in mortgage assistance will be going to struggling Vermont 
homeowners  

  $27 million will be provided to Vermont for vaccine distribution. 
 Vermont will also receive a substantial increase in funding for summer 

school and after school programs, community health centers, mass transit 
and many other vital programs. (See articles below) 

 
There is a dispute between the Administration and the Legislature on the use of 
the American Rescue Plan Act funding. The legislature has begun to incorporate 
and allocate some of this funding in legislation. The Governor has indicated he 
wants to “invest federal American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) money in a truly 
strategic and fully transparent way, preferably in a single piece of legislation.” 
The Legislature has begun to use it in a number of different areas before the 
Governor’s proposals have been completely reviewed. He has sent a letter 
suggesting that the House, the Senate and the Administration should all agree on 
how to spend the ARPA funds. 

 
**NEW** The House passed their version of the FY 2022 Budget presented by 
the Governor in January. The bill begins to use some of the additional federal 
stimulus dollars in the America Rescue Plan Act, and will change more in the 
Senate as more information becomes available. The Legislature is beginning to 
wind down and finalize their business for the 2021 session. Senate Appropriation 
will vote their version of the FY 2022 budget out on Monday of this week. 

 
The House and Senate passed another COVID Relief Bill (H.315). The governor 
let the bill go into law without his signature because he disagrees with some 
elements of the legislation, but wanted some the COVID relief to get out soon. 
The House passed an Economic Development and Workforce bill 2 weeks ago 
(H.159) that is now moving through the Senate and the Senate Appropriations 
committee will fold the funding in this bill into the FY 2022 Budget.
